A $93,000 renovation to the Student 
Union Building is nearing completion. 

Formal opening of the new facilities 
will take place Friday, September 11 at 
12:30 pm. 

Funds for the extensive revision of the 
downstairs area comprising 6,000 sq. ft., 
have come from the Dr: Ewing Memorial 
Trust Fund to which students have con¬ 
tributed $10 each per year since 1965. 

Renovations include installation of two 
air-conditioning units and increased air 
exchange capacity in the system. 

New brick work, re-tiling, drapes, 
carpeting and furnishings, larger, contin¬ 
uous floor areas in the games and recrea¬ 
tions sections have been added. New food 
serving facilities will allow greater menu 
choice. 

A stage and dance floor have been 
added to the card room. Improved loung¬ 
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ing facilities throughout have all been 
planned for the added comfort and con¬ 
venience of the students.

English Survey

has recently completed his extensive cross 
Canada study of Canadian English usage. 

The research compares the speech of 
several thousand grade nine students with 
that of their parents, and provides new and 
valuable information about the state of 
Canadian English, the changes it is under¬ 
going and the old features which it pre¬ 
serves. 

Dr. Scargill will release the survey 
results within the next few weeks.
